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Alberta Health 
stuggles to find 
physiotherapist

Laurie Robson was shocked - then angry - to find her 
physiotherapist’s doors locked at the Didsbury and 
District Hospital. 

“I thought it was really rotten they closed it down ... 
that maybe it was another cut (from Alberta Health 
Services)," she said. 

Robson was told there was no longer an outpatient 
physiotherapist at the Didsbury hospital as of December 
31 and patients had to go to an Airdrie clinic or the Olds 
Hospital for care. She wasn't told why. 

When contacted by the Review, Alberta Health Services 
said the closure was only temporary as they tried to find 
a replacement physiotherapist. The previous one quit. 

“It's a challenging group of people to hire ... there is not 
a large pool to draw from." said David Ness, mral rehabil¬ 
itation manager for the Calgary region. 

“1 think physiothera¬ 
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In the interim, physi¬ 
cians are referring people to Olds or Airdrie - there are 
currently 47 patients from this community seeing a pro¬ 
fessional at the Olds Hospital and Care Centre. 

“About 43 per cent of the current caseload (in Olds) is 
from the Didsbury area,” said Tracy Sommerfield, execu¬ 
tive director for Allied Health, a branch of Alberta Health 
Services. 

“We’ve been working with Didsbury closely to meet the 
load and are managing as usual. It increased our demand 
a little more but we are still (doing well) with the 
resources we have." 

However, Nancy Littke, a physiotherapist who has 
worked in Olds, Sundre and Didsbury, said the Olds hos¬ 
pital does bear a burden. This is the second time in two 
years the hospital has taken on Didsbury’s physiotherapy 
caseloads. Sundre is also currently relying on the hospital. 
The outpatient therapist is on maternity leave and AHS 
hasn’t yet been able to fill the position, Littke said. 

“1 worked in Didsbury about a year and a half ago in 
between jobs because the hospital had been without a 
physio for months and months ... and it does affect the 
hospitals people are have to travel to.” 

The absence of a physiotherapist is also tough on 
patients who have to drive longer distances to get pain 
relief, she said.

Sewer policy makes no sense 

Public works manager admits error

A new policy that proposes to 
hand over the cost of residential 
sewer pipes entirely to landowners 
was botched, said the manager of 
public works, last week. 

“1 agree with homeowners. This 
doesn’t make any sense. There was 
an error somewhere," said Charlie 
MacDonald, head of public works. 

MacDonald sat down with policy¬ 
makers earlier this year - including 
Roy Brown, chief administrative 
officer and Mayor Brian Wittal - to 
shake out a new Residential 
Sanitary Sewer Service policy. 

They agreed on one change, 
which had plumbers snake or auger 
the residential pipe to the main 
instead of to the property line. 

There had been a few instances 
where plumbers, hired by the 
homeowner to fix a blockage, 
would push the material past the 
property line, collect the dollars 
and call it the town’s problem. 


Homeowners could be double 
billed - from the town and plumber, 
MacDonald said. 

“This was supposed to help 
homeowners ... it wasn’t meant to 
create more cost or harass them.” 

“1 don’t know who wrote this or 
what happened after our meeting 
... if they had a secret one without 
me or what, but this wasn't what 
we agreed on,” he said. 

The policy proposed a week ago, 
put the onus on homeowners to 
investigate and repair pipeline lead¬ 
ing from the house to the main, 
which is usually at the centre of the 
road. 

Under the new rules, homeown¬ 
ers would also have to hire a 
plumbing contractor, acquire 
permits and place temporary 
street pavement patches on 
roadways. 

Residents who heard about the 
policy before the April (i meeting, 
turned out in protest, asking coun¬ 
cil to stall a decision until the pub¬ 
lic could have input. Councillors 


agreed to wait until June 8 to make 
a final call. 

Notices will be sent out in May 
and administration will be deciding 
this week how to present the new 
information to residents. According 
to Brittany Hutton, manager of 
planning and infrastructure, there 
was some oversight in the original 
policy that needs to be fixed. 

“There were some miscommuni- 
cations so we are going to provide 
some clarity before it goes in the 
utility bill or back to council ... 1 
think the way people are reading it 
isn’t the way we’ve interpreted it," 
she said. 

Sisters Lavone Attwood and 
Laverne Guertin attended council 
two weeks ago and were furious 
about the sewer proposal. They're 
pleased that administration is giv¬ 
ing it a closer look. 

“It has got a lot of people upset so 
I hope (parts are) a misunderstand¬ 
ing ... I mean it was just a ridicu¬ 
lous thing to propose," Attwood 
said.

Jennifer Johnson leans over her baby 
daughter, Hope, ami gestures in a prac¬ 
tised dance of fingers and palms. 

Hope, 1, giggles and picks up a book. 

Under the tutelage of Rhea O’Hara of 
Wee Sign, Johnson has learned to commu¬ 
nicate with her daughter so she can make 
requests long before being able to say 
what she wants. 

“A lot of people thought teaching my 
baby sign language was a bad idea, that 
maybe it would harm her speech, but to 
me, it sounded like an interesting thing to 
do," she said. 

“1 started with Hope when she was four 
or five months old and signed and said the 
word so she learned both. She really 
caught on.” 

Hope doesn’t sign much, but she knows 


the basics of eat, more and read - enough 
to give her a sense of empowerment. 

Instead of whining or crying out in frus¬ 
tration she knows she can sign for basic 
things and be rewarded by getting what 
she wants, Johnson said. 

Alana Gibson agrees that signing opens 
a whole new world for her daughter and 
takes away the frustration of not being 
able to communicate. 

“The barrier between you and your child 
is gone ... suddenly they can show you 
what they need without words," she said. 

Her daughter, Charlotte, was six months 
old when Gibson began learning 
American Sign Language. She constantly 
worked with her daughter, repeating sim¬ 
ple signs for milk, eat, more and sleep. 

She still remembers the moment her 
daughter first signed back. She opened 
and closed her palm, the sign for milk. 

“She was just so excited ... and for me,

well, 1 was proud I could teach her some¬ 
thing.” 

The key to teaching sign language to a 
small child who doesn’t have a hearing 
impairment is to speak the words along 
with the sign and repeat as often as possi¬ 
ble, said O’Hara, an instructor with Wee 
Sign. 

For example, if a child comes in and 
points to their pet, say “cat" as well as 
making the sign. 

But she warns parents not to manipu¬ 
late the child’s hands while trying to teach 
them the correct way to sign. 
Acknowledge what they are asking for 
and make the correct sign and repeat the 
word. 


“This is supposed to be fun ... you are 
opening up a little person’s world and they 
have so much to say. Let them try to say 
it." 

While proponents believe signing has 
the potential to boost fine motor skills, IQ 
and the bond between adult and child, 
there are some concerned about the effect 
it could have on speech. 

Garth Schindel, a Didshury speech ther¬ 
apist, said parents shouldn’t have any¬ 
thing to worry about. Signing is just 
another way for people to communicate. 

“language is just communication and 
any way you are able to communicate bet¬ 
ter will help increase your child’s skill 
level,” he said.

Byiers’ mother, Carole 
Forhan, found out about 
the volcano eruption two 
days before she was to fly 
out of London. 

“We passed signs that 
read Stansted airport 
closed then (iatwick air¬ 
port closed. Our first 
thought was there must 
have been a terrorist threat 
or bomb scare," she said. 

The Heathrow airport in 
London was nearly desert¬ 
ed when she arrived, with 
only security making the 
rounds, she said. 

It is “usually (one of) the 
busiest airports in the 
world ... it felt like we 
were on t he set of a horror 
movie, where everyone 
else in the world had suc¬ 
cumbed to a fatal virus." 

Forhan considers herself 
fortunate to be one of the 
few travellers staying with 
family overseas. Hotels 
have doubled their prices 
nearly overnight and most 
of the rooms have been 
booked. 

Still the delay isn’t at all 
convenient. She ran out of 
several medications, she 
misses her family back 
home and has no idea 
when she’ll be able to 
rebook her trip. The air¬ 
lines are telling people to 
hang tight, she said. 

The latest lockdown is 
considered unprecedented 
by airlines in Europe. 
According to Eurocontrol, 
weekend test flights are 
offering some hope that 
airports can ease the last 
five days of airline 
paralysis.

Experienced physiother¬ 
apists also find it difficult 
to move to a small commu¬ 
nity, adds Littke. 

“Didsbury is a wonderful 
little place but it’s a little 
place - you have to want 
that kind of lifestyle,” she 
said. 

She suggests rural towns 
consider an incentive pro¬ 
gram to draw in physio¬ 
therapists as they do physi¬ 
cians. The Town of 
Didsbury has been offering 
doctors a $50,(KM) interest 
free loan, with $10,000 
written off if the physician 
stays for a minimum of 
four years. They also woo 


campus in Camrose, Alta, 
in hopes of inspiring stu¬ 
dents to go rural. 

“We want to see if stu¬ 
dents who go to school in a 
rural place will end up 
working in one... and 
increase the number of 
rural physical therapists,” 
said Bernadette Martin, 
associate chair in the 
department of physical 
therapy. 

Already students are 
showing interest in the pro¬ 
gram - encouraging the 
idea that people could be 
interested in living in small¬ 
er communities, she said. 

The University of Alberta 
also mandates students at 
the Edmonton campus do 
at least one internship in a 
community beyond the 
borders of nuqor cities.

“Someone with acute 
back pain would have trou¬ 
ble driving in the first 
place, if they have to go all 
the way to Airdrie or Olds 
to get relief, they will likely 
just get sore on the way 
back home.

Council needs 
to clean up messy 
policy

Sewer policy proposal a 'shock' 


It wasn’t supposed to be a big deal, but a sewer 
policy proposed two weeks ago has raised one of 
the largest upsets among residents this year. And it 
should. 

The proposal places more responsibility in the 
hands of homeowners in the same month local 
government announced it will tax an extra 10 per 
cent this year on water and wastewater bills, to 
help repair infrastructure. 

The policy also fails to be specific. The town 
claims responsibility for backup caused by the 
town’s main, but it seems everything else falls 
under the realm of the landowner. There is nothing 
in the policy to say the town will bear the cost if 
roots from boulevard trees break a residential line. 
Neither does the policy say the town will take 
responsibility for damage to residential pipes 
caused by faulty installation, substandard materi¬ 
als, material failure or ground movement - as the 
Town of Olds does. 

There is some comfort in hearing from Brittany 
Hutton, manager of planning and infrastructure, 
that the town realizes there is some “oversight” 
and “miscommunication” and they plan to rectify 
that this week. But there are also some lingering 
questions about how this policy was presented. 

When the sewer policy was shown to council - 
and four angry residents - April 6, little could be 
elaborated because the key policy-makers - Luana 
Smith, Roy Brown, Brian Wittal and Charlie 
MacDonald - were on holiday. There was no one 
present to answer general questions or clarify 
points. So why would administration not wait until 
the April 26 council meeting to present the policy 
when those key players would be available? 

In the article, Sewer policy ‘makes no sense’: 
public works, MacDonald called the Residential 
Sanitary Sewer Service policy erroneous. He had 
no idea who wrote it but said it doesn’t resemble 
w hat he, Brown, Smith and Wittal hashed out dur¬ 
ing a two-hour meeting. 

Under the rules, homeowners must investigate 
and repair the pipeline leading from the house to 
the main. They are also responsible for hiring a 
plumbing contractor, acquiring permits and plac¬ 
ing temporary street pavement patches on road¬ 
ways. 

MacDonald said the only thing that was supposed 
to change was how far a plumber has to snake or 
auger the line, which would be from the house to 
the main, instead of just to the property line. 

He has no idea where the other changes come 
from, including the clause about a temporary pave¬ 
ment patch, he said. 

After all, “people aren’t qualified to do that ... it’s 
our job,” he said. 

So what did happen between the meet with pub¬ 
lic works and the town council meeting, April 6? 
And who made the decision to give homeowners 
all of this extra responsibility? 

It was a good thing four residents stepped for¬ 
ward to protest this policy. According to council¬ 
lor Bob Davidson, the group was the largest dele¬ 
gation council had seen in awhile and it prompted 
them to hold back on making a decision until June. 
Now council and administration have a second 
chance to answer the public’s questions and clean 
up what was otherwise a messy policy. 


Re: Residents ask town to flush sewer policy 

Council was quoted that it can do anything it pleases 
in the April 13th issue. This is a severe shock to the lit¬ 
tle of democracy that we Albertans have left. We are 
manipulated every day of our lives into a lifestyle 
selected by a few people. 

Another shock was reading the article, which told me 
that this policy was expected to pass last Tuesday. Is 
the council no longer required to notify the resident 
taxpayers of such a significant change in taxation? Are 
we now being forced to maintain our own streets? If 
this foolish - unwise and not needed policy is passed, it 
will severely damage Didsbury's economy, which is 
hurting enough now. 

What is needed is for at least two town councillors to 
take basic training in a) sewer systems, b) water sys¬ 
tems and c) street and road maintenance. And you do 
not need to hire an expensive consultant. It is a matter 
of common sense. Didsbury council must learn what 
happens to streets during severe winter conditions and 
drainage and what freezing does to water mains and 
sewer systems. When do the water and sewer lines 
break and why? The University of British Columbia 
provides excellent courses on the above. I have attend-

ed such a course. 

1 have been involved in politics most of my life in 
southern Ontario, British Columbia and to a lesser 
degree in Alberta. I am dumbfounded and amazed that 
our provincial government - or members of the provin¬ 
cial government - would allow a town council to do 
what this council is trying to do and almost succeeded 
at. Must I now be responsible for town-owned property, 
streets, curbs and pavement? 

This proposed policy is aimed at and includes resi¬ 
dential properties on streets that are not snowplowed 
and where the pavement is old, cracked and full of pot¬ 
hole patches and where storm drain curbs are broken 
and/or cracked. What is needed is knowledge followed 
up by good street maintenance and surface water 
drainage, which includes snow. 

I urge the town to take a large map and mark the 
dates and times that these water mains and lines and 
sewer mains and pipes broke and what broke them. Did 
most of the breaks occur near the curb, on town prop¬ 
erty? On old, broken streets? How could the snow 
affect things?

The latest policy, signed 
off on April 6 to ban tex¬ 
ting, tweeting and talking 
on hand-held devices, does¬ 
n’t apply to local politicians 
or residents and those 
caught distracted, won’t be 
fined.

That could change, if the 
province passe's a sweeping 
new hill that bans nearly 
everything ix'hind the wheel, 
from hand-held phones to 
texting, reading, writing :uid 
personal grooming. 

The new Distracted 
Driving Amendment Act - 
which follows on the heels of 
a cellphone ban in B.C. - 
fines Albertans $172 for 
piloting while distracted and 
Is ex|H'cted to come up for 
debate tills fall. 

Dr. Louis Francescutti, an 
injury researcher at the 
University of Alberta and 
founder of the Coalition for 
Cellphone Free Driving, has 
been waiting for this bill 
since the province 
announced it was coming in 
2007 but calls the result 
“watered down and weak." 

“Tile government lias been 
working on this hill for what 
ftH'ls like 100 years and at the 
end of the day it doesn’t go 
far enough,” he said. 

“It bans all these things, 
like putting on lipstick, that 
dist racts from the main Issue 


- talking while driving, 
whether it’s hand-held or 
hands-free.” 

Francescutti said while 
tianning distracted driving Is 
important, people might 
apply lipstick for .‘50 seconds 
while they talk on the phone 
the whole time they are driv¬ 
ing. 

He also points a recent 
report by the National Safety 
Council in the U.S. that says 
laws banning only hand-held 
phones “give the false 
impression that using a 
hands-free phone Is safe.” 

“This Is a gocxl first step 
but it should include hands¬ 
free ... and the bill should 
have more teeth. There’s no 
demerits on this.” 

Transportation Minister 
Luke Ouellette has heard the 
criticisms and believes the 
law is “practical, effective 
and enforceable.” 

“I seen the reports about 
hands-free too and I am not 
saying it’s not distracting, 
just very, very hard to 
enforce. You don’t know if 
someone Is singing, speaking 


to a child in the hack scat or 
talking on a hands-free set," 
lie said. 

“I think what we have is a 
very good tool for law 
enforcement agencies and 
hopefully it also gets peo¬ 
ple paying attention to driv¬ 
ing.” 

Didsbury RCMP gives the 
bill thumbs-up. It will help 
police take a tougher stand 
against distracted drivers. 

The issue is certainly 
present in this area, adds 
Sgt. Jeff Jacobson. 

He has seen everything 
from people updating a 
Facebook page to blindly 
following their GPS units. 
The detachment has also 
gotten calls of possible 
impaired drivers only to 
find it’s someone talking on 
a cellphone and swerving 
all over the road. 

“I think this could help 
make our roads safer, but 
will we still expect to see 
some people to text or talk 
on the phone or do other 
things after this comes into 
effect? Yeah,” he said.

Alberta Soccer Association makes play easier for U12 teams

New rules will catch up with U12 
soccer teams on the pitch this sea¬ 
son. 

The Didsbury Minor Soccer 
Association is following Alberta 
Soccer Association's lead in sizing 
down fields for U12 players to pit 
competitors eight against eight this 
year.

we supplied people and businesses 
with a wish list and they filled it,” 


Spence said. 

Changes are also expected to 
come down the line for the 1118 
team. It could be the first time an 
all girls team will be breaking away 
from the mixed league - if the asso¬ 
ciation can find a coach to lead the 
group. 

“We are holding a coaching clinic 
on April 24 at Didsbury High 
School to try and get coaches to 
step forward ... otherwise we 
won’t have a girls team. And these 
girls really want to play," Spence 
said. 

This season registration numbers 
have increased slightly this year to 
fill all the levels from U6 to U18, 
but the sport has been experienc¬ 
ing a drop in players over the last 
few years. The club says registra¬ 
tion “ebbs and flows” but saw its 
largest gap when lacrosse started 
up about eight years ago. 

“I am sure other organizations 
would agree that there are just so 
many activities for kids to do these 
days that its hard to keep them in 
one sport. It makes things tricky 
for us because we depend on those 
kids to keep this going ... and also 
their parents for volunteers,” 
Spence said.

he was older Albert rode his 
horse Pal to the school to light the furnace. 
Grade ten was taken at Carstairs, grade eleven in 
Didsbury and he attended Rosthern Junior 
College for Grade 12 where he graduated. While 
at RJC he was baptized and also sang in the choir 
and played hockey.
